ED HOMELESS. 


Pf, Trills, Ju n e 9.—The cre«t of tho 
flood has been reached and the Mis­ 
sissippi 
is falling. 
At 1:30 
o’clock 
this morning 
the gauge 
registered 
37.1 feet, indicating a fall of .4 foot 
since 7 o’clock last evening. 
Reports 
from along the 
Missouri 
river indicate that it is falling rapid­ 
ly, and the Mississippi is stationary 
at Hannibal and falling steadily north 
of there. 
The high 
water m ark of 
the great flood of 1903 as established 
at St. Louis is 37.5 feet. 
An apparently reliable summary of 
the flood situation follows: 
Twenty Itves known to have been 
lost. 
Over 200.000 acres of rich farming 
land under water. 
Ail of Venice and the greater part 
of Madison and of Granite City under 
water. 
Twenty-five thousand people home­ 
less. 
Freight traffic paralyzed and passen­ 
ger traffic crippled. 
The 
shipping 
and 
manufacturing 
district of East St. Louis for three 
miles along 
the river front 
under 
from two to eight feet of water. 
Hundreds of head of stock drowned. 
East St. Louis threatened with In­ 
undation. 
St. Ixonia flooded only along the w a­ 
ter front. 
Entire property loss 
estimated at 
$3,000,000. 


Situation la Appalling. 
Now that the flood has reached the 
zenith 
of 
its 
devastating 
power 
the situation* Is appalling. 
The cli­ 
max came Sunday night when, by the 
breaking of a levee near Granite City, 
a wall of w ater six feet high rushed 
on Madison and deeper engulfed the 
already stricken city, sweeping houses 
from their foundations and drowning 
fifteen 
refugees 
who were 
vainly 
fighting for their lives. 
The report was current that fifteen 
workmen In th e St. Louis Car and 
Foundry works had 
been drowned, 
but later 
it was found 
that while 
seven employes had lost their lives, 
thirteen others, men. women and chil- 
Aren, had perished. 
Hundreds of per­ 
sons were forced to the roofs of their 
floating houses and 
an appeal was 
sent 
to 
St. Louis 
for 
assistance. 
Every effort wa;; made to force ste a m ­ 
ers against 
the heavy 
current four 
miles north to th 
stricken town, but 
It. was noon before th a steamers Mark 
Twain and Annie Russell, lashed to­ 
gether and their engines w'orktng u n ­ 
der every ounce of steam, after five 
hours’ battling with the current, were 
able to reach Madison. 
For the rem ainder of the day and 
into the night the work of rescuing 
refugees 
from 
floating or 
flooded 
houses, tree 
tops and , various high 
places proceeded, and. there being no 
place to take them 
nearer than St. 
liOuis. they are pouring into the city 
by h u n d red s/—wet. hungry 
and dis­ 
pirited. 
Estimate Probably Too Low. 
Tt is more than probable that the 
estimate of twenty lives lost is far 
below

number.

Mayoi Cook went about seeing 
that signs w re posted offering men 
thirty-one cents an hour to help build 
levees, hut the offers of employment 
were ignored by most of the throngs 
of 
unemployed 
negroes 
and 
white 
workmen. 
Citizens 
hurried 
to 
the 
work of saving the city and at night 
the city Is still dry but still menaced 
by the flood. 
v’rom Cahokia 
crook bridge north, 
the railroad yards still out of water 
by reason of the levees are lined with 
freight ears containing refugees. 
Strings of freight cars and houses 
with only the roofs above the surface 
told of the depth of the water. 
The stench arising from the hack 
water, on the surface of which floats 
filth, is offensive. 
Menace to Health. 
This is a menace 
to health. 
Th* 
sanitary department will m a k e every 
effort to cleanse the district as soon 
as the flood has departed. 
In St. lo u is the rising water has 
not caused any material increase in 
damage. 
Levee saloons continue to 
do business despite high water. 
Spec­ 
tators demand beverages and are con­ 
tent to crawl along planks through 
doorways 
two feet high and 
drink 
from the improvised bars in a crouch­ 
ing position with their heads touch­ 
ing the ceilings. 
Below Eads bridge is moored the 
steam er Dubuque, which came down 
the river from St. Paul. 
So swift was 
the current and so high the stage of 
the river that the Dubuque was carried 
under Merchants’ bridge at high speed 
and both smokestacks were swept to 
the decks. 
Harris Schreibor. Willie Kind, Ed- 
die Amy* and an unknown boy. rang­ 
ing in age from twelve to fifteen years, 
were drowned in the freight yards of 
♦ he St. Louis Valley railroad on the 
island, E ast St. I a>u1s, near the E ast­ 
ern end of Eads bridge, at I o’clock 
Monday afternoon. 
They were play­ 
ing on a raft at the time. 
Mayor Cook of East St. Louis this 
morning said that the flood had been 
conquered 
and East St. 
Louis was 
safe. 
The levees have been so thor­ 
oughly strengthened that there is no 
further danger of inundation.

"I arn In receipt by reference from 
the chief of the bureau of insular af­ 
fairs arui the a?ljutant general of th • 
army of an excerpt from the report 
of the lieutenant general of the army 
relating to th e conditions of agriculture 
In th» archipelago and the means of 
avoiding a probable famine and 
In 
accordance with the direction In t h '1 
reference, I have the honor to make 
the following comment: 
"T h at there la a shortage In the Is­ 
lands of th** usual food supply, Is un­ 
doubtedly true, but I have been hut- 
prised to And thus far how little real 
famine or bunger there is. 
“ I have not received a single call 
from a afb gin provincial governor f*»r 
rlr#- for free distribution In the e n ­ 
tire archipelago. 
In th** province of 
Datangas, Captain Boughten, In m an ­ 
aging the so-called war famine fun I. 
the history of which has been already 
reported 
to you, has made 
a very 
small gratuitous distribution of rice, 
not exceeding, I should think, In quan­ 
tity more than $2,000 worth. 
The ae­ 
thon of the commission in directing a 
proclamation by the civil governor, 
t ailing upon th** people everywhere to 
plant corn, camote* or sweet, potatoes. 
rife and other 
quickly grown food 
products had a very wide Influence in 
stirring 
up the 
people to 
provide 
against the coming famine. 
Drouth in the Islands. 
"It Is true that an unexampled drouth 
In the 
islands 
has prevented 
this 
planting from being as productive na 
it otherwise would 
have been, and 
that the locusts, have I n t e r f e r e d with 
some of the crops, but on the whole I 
have been greatly surprised to find 
the suffering so much less than we ex- 
pected it to he.

July, we shall hare 
calls f?»r ald, but I think that we shall 
he abb* promptly to respond to them.

$3,000,000 have 
bern appropriated

The most serious feature of the situa­

Is necessary

cattle 
brought here shall he Immunized by 
having a serum 
injected Into their 
veins which 
will render

mune for three or four months and at 
the same tim e by being inocculated 
with the rhtnderpust virus which ren­ 
ders them Immune at least for five 
years and possibly longer. 
We have 
a contract for th** delivery of 10,000 
carabalo In the Islands with th** perma­ 
nent Immunization 
These are to be 
brought from th*- Yang Tse valley in 
China 
I ani unable to se** that the 
government

made useful to us either In the traus- 
porf.at Inn of rice or cat tle. 
We ran 
charter steam ers adapted to our pur­ 
pose at perhaps one fourth or one.

Broke a Corner in Rice. 
" W e have some twelve or fourteen 
coast guard vessels which can trans­ 
port rice quickly to any part of the

rice which we can bring to save the

“W e cannot hope to bring into the 
Islands as many cattle as have died. 
We cart only hope to bring in a auffl* 
elent number to keep agriculture go­ 
ing 
“ I think that generally the state- 
the lieutenant general is correct, so 
far at least a* the dreadful depression 
in agriculture by reason of the loss 
of cattle Is concerned. 
The remedy 
which he suggester by the use of the 
government transports, however, I do 
not 
concur 
In. 
The 
danger 
from 
famine has not been as great as I 
supposed It was. and as the lieutenant 
general was justified In supposing it 
was from the reports which h** heard. 
In any oveht. with the funds provided 
by congress now I feel confident that 
the Philippine government is In a po­ 
sition to meet any emergency of this 
kind which may arise "
